Nnganaee, Mb h., Jan. 8. eT h e most 
distressing accident occurring In this 
rounty for year* took place at the Me- 
gaunee m ina a t noon, by which iro n 
18 to 17 m iners are thought to hsvo 
lost their lives. The accident was the 
result of a cave-in at the bottom of 
tbe old abaft and had it occurred half 
an hoar sooner shout 160 men would 
have been killed. 
The nam es of tbe 
dead so far as known are: 
William 
Williams, John Sullivan. John Pascoe, 
John Pearce and Jacob HunfaHa. 
Thus far but two bodies have been 
taken out, Huplaila s and an Italian, 
Dominie Basso, alive. Basso's story ia 
as follows: 
>aWe were' sitting around the pump 
at the bottom of the shaft when with­ 
out any warning thousands of tons of 
ore 'Came down. 
I remembered' 'no 
more until I heard the sound of picks 
and shovels In the hands of rescuers 
and their shouts. I was In total dark­ 
ness and my feelings cannot be de­ 
sert bed. 
W hat seemed ages to me 
was 
but 
minutes. 
W hen rescuers 
found me I was 76 feet from the place 
where I was sitting and found myself 
In a d rift 
How 1 got there la a mys­ 
tery; but can only be accounted for 
by the concussion of the wind.** 
H undreds of men are at the mine 
eager to help in tbe work of rescue, 
hut It is thought the other bodies can 
not he found within 14 hours. 
From the condition of the shaft It 
would seem that the asen are sur­ 
rounded by a large mass of dirt sad 
broken timber. The lower portion of 
the shaft la no badly twisted that the 
cage will not operate within I W feet 
of where the men are entombed 
A 
reaming party of about IS of the most 
skillful miners at the m ine was or­ 
ganised Immediately.

•pices. 
He advocates tbe cutting of 
a quantity of pine each year, and 
expresses the opinion that the pro­ 
ceeds of the sales of such cutting 
would aggregate at least $1.25 an 
acre. 
Farther, be asserts that at 
tbe end of fifty yearn a large sum 
would have been realised from the 
timber resources of Minnesota and 
the pine forests would be move ex­ 
tensive tbso at present.
